It has been two years since the TMC GPR-90 made it into the shack after being 
rescued from the possibility of being trashed. It?s true that I only paid 50 for 
it but also spend almost 200 on restoration. After two years a radio that was 
found in total abandonment has been working well until lately when I found an 
inoperative BFO and some loss of sensitivity that seemed to be intermittent. So, 
the GPR9O was removed from its place of honor, denuded of the cabinet and placed 
in my small workbench. Never thinking for a minute that the 6AG5 BFO osc could be 
bad I proceeded to remove the BFO can and replace the 1500 and 220pF caps plus the 
47k resistor inside after checking that the coil was OK. Carefully the BFO can 
was returned to its place, everything resoldered, BFO tested and... nothing. 


It was the 6AG5 after all, the one I took for granted always thinking that tubes 
seldom go bad. Serves me well. The cure for the sensitivity problem was easy. I 
took out all tubes and again Deoxited all contacts like I did 2 years ago. This 
set was really dirty when I got it and I am sure that it endured some years 
exposed to the elements. It is back in the shelf now and all is well. Just... 
remember to check the tubes first.

It's been a week since Dave AB5S kick-started my interest in getting 
this little transmitter on the air, so I thought an update might be of 
interest. 


Like Daves, my "high power" version basically worked right off, although 
one RF choke has been replaced at some point. The only issue I had was 
with the T/R relay, which refused to do anything but buzz with AC, and 
which is wired into the complex 6/12 volt selector switch, making it 
difficult to power separately. But an easy fix was simply to use on old 
5 volt regulated power supply cranked up to max, along with an as-found 
hamfest special B+ supply. 


I lashed the whole works up on a piece of plywood and cabled up a little 
Pierson KE-93 mobile receiver to see what I could do on the air. With 
300 volts to the 6V6, I was seeing a solid 6 watts on a Bird, and good 
modulation - in fact it's pretty easy to overmodulate with the carbon 


mic shown. 


Todays test on the Midwest Classic Radio Net produced S9 signal reports 
from stations 200 miles away using a ladder-line fed dipole at 60 ft! 
I'm very pleased with how the HT-4 works and would encourage others to 
take a look at some of the old mobile rigs if you're intrigued with what 
can be done with QRP AM. By the way, I've repackaged some of the 
cheap crystals from N4ESS into old FT-243 holders, so I'm good to go on 
both 3880 and 3885 (the little crystals work fine in this oscillator 
circuit). Or, if you can't find an old aircraft radio to play with, 
don't overlook the marine band AM radios that turn up often and are 
easily converted to ham band use.

I found one on the e-place several 
years ago, and did a little research. In the process, I was in contact 
with Tom French, the seller of the unit posted on Craigslist. Tom isa 
collector of McElroy telegraph keys, and author of the book "McElroy, 
World's Champion Radio Telegrapher". Ted McElroy had planned to build an 
entry-level transmitter for the Amateur market, in an effort to make up for 
lost business after the end of WW2. Unfortunately, he didn't have the 
money to continue the project, and sold the design - and parts stock - to 
Leo Meyerson. With a few changes, it became the WRL Globe Trotter. As far 
as we can determine, McElroy never advertised the MT-35, or started full 
production. We assume that the existing units were pre-production 
prototypes, and were sold to McElroy's employees. Only four are known to 
exist, with one in the AWA Museum collection.

Clearly the front panel was one of those changes that had to be made, 
and shortly after Leo started marketing the Globe Trotter he received a 
letter from RCA advising him that RCA had already trademarked that name 
for use on radios, and demanded that he change the name of his 
transmitter. Leo argued that a ham transmitter wasn't likely going to 
cause confusion in the mind of someone looking to buy a broadcast radio 
from their local RCA dealer, but the argument fell flat with RCA's 
lawyers. He considered changing the name, but already had purchased 
over 1,000 front panels with the name Globe Trotter on them, so RCA 
finally agreed to allow him to use them up first. Of course in the 
world of post-war ham radio, that number was never reached, and other 
WRL transmitters replaced the Globe Trotter long before the supply of 
panels was exhausted.

My neighbor here in Point Reyes Station, recently put me in touch with the son of 
an engineer at the point to point receive site at Point Reyes (co-located with the 
post war KPH operation). 


He said had a clock from the point to point receive room at to donate to The 
Cause. From his description I could not quite picture it. But he arrived with 
the clock today and what a beauty it is. 


It's a self winding synchronized clock made by the Self Winding Clock Company of 
New York. They made several models that were typically sold to subscribers rather 
than to home users. large number of them had a label on the face stating "Naval 
Observatory Time - Western Union". This clock does not have this label. 


These clocks have a pendulum driven mechanical movement. Two No. 6 dry cells in 
the clock provide the power for self winding and for synchronizing. The 
synchronizing pulse was provided via Western Union wire to subscribers, froma 
master clock or other source. In this clock it appears the contacts from the 
synchronizing pulse have been bought out to a push button switch. My guess is 
that the clock was manually synchronized while listening to a time tick from WWV 
or NAA (both on the east coast at the time) or even a non-US time station, given 
the receive capability they had at hand!

The clock 
looks like a good candidate for restoration at first glance.

I particularly like the replacement No. 6 cells they have available (D 
cells inside):

We hope to have the clock restored to operation and hang it on the wall of the 
operations room at Point Reyes.

I would highly recommend replacing these caps if you have your HQ-170A 
already on the bench. As you stated, you have to remove the can cover, 
unsolder at least one side of the coil wires, and remove the two small 
retaining clips holding the two sections of the base together. Once you 


have the two sections of base separated, you will see the little wafer 
type 

caps. I was able to remove them with a pair of tweezers. I then 
reassembled everything. I will add external silver micas under and 
external 

to the can. 


The insulating material in the cap had burned through. I am going to 
do T-2 at the same time. 


As for the value of the caps.... Nobody has sent me a value. However I 
looked at other HQ series receivers on the BAMA website.

This year Santa Claus was kind enough to leave me a Hallicrafters VP-2 
Vibrapack power supply to suit the S-27 and/or SX-28, both of which feature 
in my collection. This power supply runs from a 6V battery and draws 20 Amps 
(!) to supply the heaters and non synchronous vibrator B+ supply. The 
rectifiers are a pair of 6X5Gs. The circuit diagram shows a "Type C29 
Buffer Condenser" as the timing cap across the power transformer secondary. 
Proper operation of a vibrator PS depends on having the correct value of 
capacitor in this position. Santa's elf (you know who you are :-) had 
replaced the original with a 0.0068uF/1.5 kV cap as a guess, but I'm 
wondering if anyone has any better clues as to the value of a Type C29.
